This action on my part 
settled the status of the Whiteman and 
his property in the five tribes.

to this time it had been the custom of 
all United States citizens to employ 
friendly Indians to hold their property. 
Henceforth this subterfuge was des­ 
troyed and we were secure in our 
property rights. 
The results of this decision were felt 
in every town in the territory, as was 
evidenced by their rapid growth and by 
increased values. 
This new* order of things agitated the 
Indians to the extent that they began 
for the first time ta approach the 
Dawes’ Commission and ask why it was 
that they were not allowed to sell this 
property as they had done in similar 
cases on former occasions.

The religious outbreak of 1857 ap­ 
parently had its origin in the distress 
of the people, and thousands of those 
who had suffered financial losses in 
material things flocked to the churches 
to pray for relief from their troubles. 
Monetary disaster rendered the iHoo­ 
ple susceptible to religious influences, 
just as misfortune In individual cases 
is a potent factor In the introspection 
that often leads to the acceptance of 
religion. 
The 
great revival of tin* 
late ’70s appears to have had its ori­ 
gin In a similar national condition. 
The historic religious movement led 
by the late Dwight L. Moody in Chi­ 
cago and running synchronous to the 
world's fair took place when tile coun­ 
try was entering the throes c^ one of 
the most disastrous industrial panics 
in its history. 
The same is true of 
other nations. 
In this respect the present religious 
movement differs from nearly all oth­ 
ers. 
There have been ten years of 
unprecedented prosperity. 
In mate­ 
rial things the country and the people 
as individuals have been and arc* more 
prosperous than ever before. 
Yet, 
contrary to history, in the midst of 
this marvellous prosperity then* arises 
and is maintained for at least four 
years a constantly growing tide of re­ 
ligious enthusiasm. 
The men guiding 
tin* movement say that they see no 
evidence of the approach of the end 
of the revival spirit. 
The number of 
converts is increasing daily, more mea 
are going into the evangelistic work, 
and everywhere preparations are be­ 
ing made for wider activities in the 
revival movement. 


Revival Began in Australia. 


The current religious enthusiasm. 
in its world wide sense, dates from 
the work of Torrey and Alexander In 
Australia four years ago. 
On this 
Australian 
tour 
these 
evangelists 
made 10,000 converts iii a month and 
thousands upon thousands 
followed 
the first great crowd of converts In 
their acceptance of religion. 
The fire 
thus kindled spread throughout New 
Zealand and Australasia. 
It has con­ 
tinued to burn steadily in that part of 
the world, flaming all the time and 
breaking out fiercely at Intervals. The 
men who started it went to London 
and the results of their work there are 
well remembered. 
England, Scotland 
and Ireland caught the contagion. The 
famous Torrey and Alexander meet­ 
ing at Cardiff, Wales, started th# 


Welsh revival, which was one of th# 
most amazing religious manifestations 
of either ancient or modern times. 
Since that time the movement has 
gone on as a rising tide. 


New England in a Fever. 


The present revival spirit in this 
country appeared in its most distinct 
form soon after the wonderful suc­ 
cesses of Torrey and Alexander in 
England. New England, cold tempera­ 
mentally and rock-bound religiously, 
cast off Its traditional reserve and 
laid itself open to the Influences of the 
“ old-time” 
religion. 
In 
Boston 
the 
evangelistic work under Rev. A. C. 
Dixon and others resulted in an un- 
preeidented number of conversions. 
All over Canada the same was true. 
A four weeks’ campaign in Toronto 
by Torrey and Alexander resulted in 
4,300 conversions. 
Philadelphia next was attacked by 
the evangelists, and the enthusiasm 
whipped to a high pitch, a small army 
of men, women and children profess­ 
ing conversion. 
Every section of the 
country, outside possibly of the Pa­ 
cific coast, has fallen under the wave 
of religious enthusiasm. 


Felt Throughout the West. 


The revival in the middle west can­ 
not properly bt* said to have spread 
from Chicago, because the religious 
fervor in this 
part of the 
United 
States has been as much in evidence I 
in the cities surrounding Chicago fey 
as long as it has been in tho city. 
Tin* proportion of converts to popula­ 
tion in the smaller cities and towns 
also has been much greater than in 
Chicago for obvious reasons. 
The exact number of converts in 
Chicago within the last six months is 
not obtainable, for the reason there 
have been so many individual revival 
movements in Chicago without any 
central controlling organization whose ' 
business it is to keep track of the 
converts, each church doing this work 
for itself. 
The principal evangelists 
working In til is city estimate the num­ 
ber to date at from 4,000 to 5,000. 
Be­ 
sides these, many "backsliders” have 
been reclaimed and much interest lias 
been aroused among 
persons 
who 
have not affiliated themselves with 
any church. 


Enthusiasm in England. 


In 
England 
in 
the 
Established 
church the religious enthusiasm with­ 
in the last year has been unprecedent­ 
e d . 
and 
evangelical work of wide 
scope is being carried on in much the 
same manner as the revival work is ; 
being done in the United States. 
From the headquarters of the Sal- j 
vation Army there come reports of ex­ 
traordinary interest in the work of 
that remarkable organization aud of 
an unusually large number of “ saved." 
The work of the army, however, fol­ 
lowing the great humanitarian 
dic­ 
tum of Gen. Booth that “ we should 
be willing to do as much for a man 
as for a horse,” partakes in its daily 
manifestation much of the character 
of a revival and th** difference there­ 
fore is not so noticeable. 
As an army 
officer said: 
“ W e are whooping Vr 
up all the time, anyway. 
W ith us its 
; always revival time.” 
Standing out as the chief feature 
! of the present movement is the blot­ 
ting out of sectarian lines In the evan- 
• gelistir work. 
The men who have 
met 
with the greatest success are 
those who have paid no attention to 
either sectarianism or denominational- 


satisfy those w*ho do not believe in 
prayer. 
The unchurched, while forced 
by what they see to admit the strength 
and scope of the present revival move­ 
ment, demand other reasons for its 
existence. 
And 
there probably are 
other reasons. 
History shows us that 
faith comes in waves. For some years 
we have had the higher-criticism, and 
educational force destructive of faith 
in the Bible. 
Dr. Briggs in the east, 
Dr. Harper of the University of C’hi 
cago in the west, the leaders of 
Welhausen-Grafft school in Gerra. -.y 
and many others who have been in 
the 
front 
of 
the 
higher 
criticism 
movement have done much to destroy 
faith. 
But there is a swinging back 
from this fad. 
Darwinism is on the 
wane. 
These things seem to come in 
cycles, hut each wave of faith in the 
Bible that appears is much stronger 
than its predecessor, and in the end 
faith must triumph.”

says the Kansas City Star. 
Kansas 
City bank officials say that for eight 
years not 
one 
spurious 
banknote 
worthy of passing comment has been 
handled in the money world. 
They 
declare that 
the day of successful 
counterfeiting has come to an end. 
"Not a banknote which fools the ex­ 
perts is on the market,” said E. F. 
Swinney, president of the First na­ 
tional 
bank. 
“ There is counterfeit 
currency, plenty of it," he said, "but 
it s a kind detected almost at a glance. 
Inspection of it quickly reveals the 
flaws. 
Usually the work is clumsy. 
But not since th** notorious gang 
in 
Philadelphia which made th** famous 
"Monroe hundred" was wiped out has 
there been a really clever counterfeit­ 
er at work. 
At least, we have no rec­ 
ord of any.

The congregation and pastor have 
contributed most liberally both rn .a* 
lors of construction and in means, an 
now at the completion of the great 
work the Church finds itself with only 
a moderate debt on its building. 
The building committee is composed 
of J 
W. 
H a y s , president of the Citi­ 
zens National Bank; John VV. Beard 
prominent citizen and capitalist; brank 
J oms, cashier of the Ada National 
Bank, and Thos. L. Rippey, pa^or of 
the church. 
The entire cost of the new building, 
which does not include the lots on 
which it is located, has been some 
$13,000, but the building committee 
feels that, by farefu l contracting and 
proper distribution of contracts, they 
have fully a $20,000 structure. 
I he 
building of the church was not let by a 
contract in a lump to any one party, 
but the several different classes of 
work were let out in separate contracts, 
with the building committee ever over­ 
seeing the work and on the lookout to 
save the church a few dollars. 
It was 
owing to their carefulness that such an 
amount of money has been saved. 
The actual construction was com­ 
menced some time in June of last year, 
and including time lost in waiting for 
material, bad weather, etc., only about 
nine months have been consumed rn 
constructing the new home for Ada 
Methodism. 
The building on the first floor is con­ 
stituted of the large main auditorium, 
a good sized lecture room, and the pas­ 
to r’s study, aside from several closets 
*and vestibules. 
The main auditorium 
and lecture room have a seating capac­ 
ity of fully 600 people, with room for 
0 when chairs are also used. 
On the second floor of the building 
will be found two large parlors to be 
used as reception rooms, and a kitchen 
for special occasions, and several closets. 
The parlors are each 14x20 feet in di­ 
mensions, while the kitchen is but little 
smaller. 
% 
There are two stairways leading to 
the second floor, one at the front of 
the church and one at the rear. 
Oak pews have been installed in the 
main auditorium and lecture room, and 
they, like everything else connected 
with the new building, are of the very 
best, 
being neat 
and comfortable. 
They are exceptional good seats, are 
all oak with quarter-sawed treble ends, 
the heaviest furniture made, and were 
purchased from H. C. Vaught & Co., 
of Parker, Ind., one of the largest es- 
* 
tablishm ents of its kind in the central 


west. 
- 
One of the most beautiful parts ct 
the church are the handsome cathedral 
glass windows, 33 in number, bought 
from the J. J. Wagner Co., of Kansas 
City 
Mo., who deal exclusively in 
farcy church windows. This firm made 
an especial effort on the windows for 
the church, which was, perhaps, due 
to Bro. Rippey's two visits to their 
establishment, and informed authorities 
V 
au te that the new windows present 
th*- best work of glazing they have 
ever seen. 
Several of the windows 
contain figures of the old biblical char- 
aeUM and other* contain those of more 
modem christian personages. 
Others 
contain emblems of christianship, and 
these are all hand painted work. On 
the south side of the building is a 
group of three windows containing the 
figures of John and Charles Wesley 
with the apostle John in the center. 
These windows were presented res­ 
pectively, one by Evangelist French 
E Oliver, one by Pastor Rippey and 
family, and the third has been put in 
in loving remembrance of the late Sam 
P. Jones. The cost of these three win- 
% 
dows was $100 each. 
On the north side of the church is 
one of the three most handsome win­ 
dows. 
Its cost was $250 and was put 
in for the Sunday school and Women s 
Home Missionary society in apprecia­ 
tion of the work they have done in the 
interest of the church. 
The Sunday 
school has already raised $700 and in 
r 
* the next six months will have raised 
$300 more, which will nearly pay for 
the windows. The entire cost of the 
windows was $1,100. 
Another one of the $250 windows was 
put in by the traveling men who make 
Ada, selling their various lines, and is 
one of the prettiest things in the whole 
church.

About the middle of March the chick­ 
ens can go outside. As the dt d o r ha - 
not lost a single chicken, he is led to 
believe that he has found a way to 
raise early chickens, and says he ex­ 
pects to sot every hen lit' lias in the 
cellar next winter. 
He also intends 
to enter the duck and goose business 
on a small scale. A grocer who sells 
to the best trade has promise i to buy 
every fowl the doctor raises and pay 
the highest prices.

Every woman who wears furs should 
clean them this season, no m atter how 
carefully they have been worn, for 
they are surely dirty, though dark 
skins may not show the soil. 
Many 
light ones, however, give marked evi­ 
dences now of the need of 
cleans­ 
ing. 
This cleaning process that restores 
the luster and “life" may be easily 
done at home by rubbing bran into 
the fur. 
For this work buy a pound 
of bran, divide it into two portions, and 
place one iii the oven to heat. 
Spread 
the fur on paper on a table and rub it 
well all over with the cold bran. Then 
shake out the bran and brush the 
fur with a soft hat brush. 
When the 
rest of the bran feels hot. rub it even­ 
ly into the fur in the same manner as 
before. 
Shake it out and brush it 
till the fur is quite free from all bran 
aud dust. 
Ermines, white fox and other white 
skins require slightly different treat­ 
ment. 
Sawdust and plaster of paris, 
mixed half and half, should 
be heat­ 
ed and rubbed into the skin several 
times. 
Then the coat, , 
liar, etc., 
should be put in the sui. to air or 
else hung near a radiator. 
A white felt of chiffon hat may 
be much freshened by rubbing pow­ 
dered magnesia into it as firmly as 
one can without injuring the material, 
and then brushing out with 
a soft 
IAAsh. 
Repeat thisv several times. 


Rust Blemishes. 
Rust may be removed from nickel 
plating by covering the spots with 
mutton tallow and letting it stand for 
several days. 
If this treatment is fol­ 
lowed by a rubbing with powdered 
rottenstone and then by a thorough 
washing with strong amnionia, suc­ 
ceeded by clear water, and a final pol 
ishing with dry 
whiting, 
stubborn 
cases will yield.—Woman’s Life.

at an approximate cost of about $20,000. 
Whereupon I was served with a notice 
by an Indian officer, requiring rne to 
sell this property within thirty days to 
an Indian citizen, or the same would be 
confiscated and sold by them. 


It suffices my purpose to say that I 


went into the United States court and 
enjoined this procedure on the part of 
the Indians. 
This action on my part 


settled the status of the white man and 
his property in the five tribes. Previous 
to this time it had been the custom of 
all United Statts citizens to employ 
friendly Indians to hold their property. 
Henceforth this subterfuge was des- 
troyed and we were secure in our 
property rights. 


The results of this decision were felt 


in every town in the territory, as was 
evidenced by their rapid growth and by 
increased values. 


This new order of things agitated the 


Indians to the extent that they began 
for the first time tn approach 
the 


Dawes' Commission and ask why it was 
that they were not allowed to sell this 
property as they had done in similar 
cases on former occasions. 
They were 


told that the courts were here to pro- 
tect, the United States citizen and they 
were advised to sell the towns and take 
their land in severally. This seemed 
to form a nucleus for what is known as 
the Atoka Treaty, which was made 
some three 
years afterwards. 
The 


treaty had first to be approved by Con- 
gress and ratified at the polls by the 
Chickasaws and the Choctawa separate- 
ly. It met with great opposition on the 
part of the coal barons who were all 
intermarried Indian citizens. It was 
also opposed hy many United States 
citizens. 
Under these varying and 


difficult circumstances I took an active 
part in the advocacy of this treaty, I 
feel that I drove the entering wedge 
into the Indian condition which first 
brought them to realize that the white 
man was here to stay and caused them 
to evtntually make the treaty. 


Therefore I feel that I have rendered 


a valuable service to the people of this 
country which I think merits their con- 
sideration and support in this contest; 
and that owing to my knowledge of the 
situation and conditions that exibt, I 
should be able to accomplish more in 
the future for the public good. 


If I am elected to Congress it will he 


my tireless tndeavor to have every 
restriction removed from the Indian

or have occur rod during periods of 
deep Industrial distress. 
In tho Unit- 


ed States this has been particularly 
true. 


Dtitre«« Affected Souls. 


The iPHgfous outbreak of IS57 ap- 


parently had Us origin In the distress 
of the people, and thousands of those 
who had suffered financial losses in 
material things flocked to the churches 
to pray for relief from their troubles. 
Monetary disaster rendered tho peo- 
ple susceptible to religious influences, 
jusf as misfortune Jn individual r.-is^a 
IB ft potent factor in the introspection 
that often leads to the acceptance- of 
religion. 
The great revival of the 


late '70s appears to have had Its ori- 
gin In a similar national condition. 
The historic religious movement led 
by the late Dwight L. Moody in Chi- 
cago and running synchronous to tho 
world's fair took place when Uie coun- 
try was entering the throes o^ ono of 
the most disastrous Indus I rial panics 
In its history. The same is truo of 
other nations 


In this respect the present religious 


movement differs from nearly all oth- 
ers 
Theio have boon ten > oars of 


unprecedented prosperity. 
In mate- 


rial things the country and tho people 
as individuals have been and are more 
prosperous than ever before. 
Yet, 


contrary to history, in the midst of 
this marvellous prosperity there arises 
and is maintained for at least four 
years a constantly growing tide of re* 
Hplous enthusiasm. The men guiding 
the movement say that they sec no 
evidence of the approach of the end 
of the revival spirit. The number of 
converts is increasing daily, more men, 
are going into the evangelistic work, 
and everywhere preparation• are be- 
ing made for wider activities in the 
revival movement, 


Revival Began In Australia. 


Tho current religions enthusiasm, 


In Ha world-wide sense, dates from 
the work of Torrey and Alexander In 
Australia four years ago. 
On this 


Australian 
tour 
these 
evangelists 


made 10,000 converts in a month and 
thousands upon thousands followed! 
the first great crowd o( converts in 
their acceptance of religion. The flre 
thus kindled spread throughout New 
Zealand and Australasia. It has con- 
tinued to burn steadily In that part of 
the world, flaming all the time and 
breaking out fiercely at Intervale. The 
men who a tar ted tt went to London 
and the results of their work there are 
well remembered. England, Scotland 
and Ireland caught the contagion. The 
famous Torrey and Alexander meet- 
Ing at Cardiff. Wales, started t&« 


Welsh revival, which was one otf the 
mo*t amazing religious manifestations 
of either ancient or modorn tlmea. 
Since that time- the movement hu» 
gone on as a rising tide. 


New England fn a Fever. 


The present revival spirit in this 


country appeared in Its most distinct 
form soon after the wonderful suc- 
cesses of Torrey and Alexander In 
England. New England, cold tempera- 
mentally and rock-bound religiously, 
cast off Its traditional reserve and 
laid itself open to the Influences of the 
"old-time" religion. 
In Boston 
the 


evangelistic work under Rev. A. C. 
Dixon and others resulted In an un- 
precldented number of conversions. 
All over Canada the same was true. 
A four weeks' campaign In Toronto 
by Torrey and Alexander resulted In 
4,iJOO conversions. 


Philadelphia next was attacked by 


the evangelists, and the enthusiasm 
whipped to a High pitch, a small army 
of men, women and children profess- 
ing conversion. Every section of the 
country, outside possibly of the Pa- 
cific coast, has fallen under the wave 
of religious enthusiasm. 


Pelt Throughout the West. 


The revival In the middle west can- 


not properly be said to have spread 
from Chicago, because the religious 
fen or in this part of tho United 
States hub been as much in evidence 
in the cities surrounding Chicago fo^ 
as long as It has been In tho city. 
Tho proportion of converts to popula- 
tion In the smaller cities and towns 
also has been much greater than in 
Chicago for obvious reasons. 


The exact number of converts in 


Chicago within the last six months is 
not obtainable, for the reason there 
luue beeu so many Individual revival 
movements in Chicago without any 
central controlling organization whose 
business it is to keep track of the 
converts, each church doing this work : 
for itself. 
The principal evangelists j 


working in this citj estimate (he niim- ' 
ber to datn at from 4.000 to 5,000. Be- 
sides those, many "backsliders" have 


n reclaimed and much tnteiest has 


been aroused among 
persons 
who 


have not affiliated themselves with 
any church. 


Enthusiasm In England. 


Tn

Tho work of tho armv. however, fol- 
lowing the gtxMt humanitarian dic- 
tum of Gen. Hooth that "wo should 
be willing to do as much for a man 
as for a Jior.se," pjiriakes in its dally 
manifestation much of the character 
of a reviv;U and the difference- there- 
fore is not so noticeable. As an army 
officer said: 
' \Vo are whooping Vr 


p all the time, anyway. With us it's 


always revival time." 


Standing out us tho chief feature 


of the present movement lh tho blot- 
ting out of sectarian Hues in tho evan- 
gelistic work 
Tho men who h;u o 


met with the greatest success are 
those who have paid no attention to 
either sectarianism or dononnnaUonal- 


those who do not believe in 


prayer. The unchurched, while forced 
by what they see to admit the strength 
and scope of the present revival move- 
ment, demand other reasons for Its 
existence. 
And there probably are 


other reasons. History shows us that 
faith comes in waves. For some years 
we have had the higher«crfticlsm, and 
educational force destructive of faith 
fn the Bible. 
Dr. TSriggs In the east, 


Dr. Harper of the University of Chi 
cago In the west, the leaders of ^IP 
WelhauBeu-Qrafft school In Gernu...y 
and many others who have been in 
the 
front 
of the higher criticism 


movement have done much to destroy 
faith. 
But there is a swinging back 


from thts fad. Darwinism Is on the 
wane. These things seem to come in 
cycles, but each wave of faith in the 
Bible that appears Is much stronger 
than Its predecessor, and In the end 
faith must triumph." 


Rev, Mr. Sunday'* Views.

who are making big successes in the 
revival field for the cause of the pres- 
ent movement he will tell you that it 
IB answer to prayer.

prayer believe that God Is answering 
the petitions that have been going up 
for ten years alt »ver the earth for 
world-wide revival ot religion.

Tbei-e Is one lost art among crim- 


nals, one trade which United States 
secret service men have seemingly 
wiped out to the very last man. This 
IB the art of counterfeiting currency, 
says the Kansas City Star. 
Kansas 


City bank officials say that for eight 
years not 
one 
spurious 
banknote 


worthy of passins comment has been 
handled in the money world. They 
declare that, the day of successful 
counterfeiting lias come to an end. 


"Not a banknote which fools the ex- 


perts is on the market." said E. F. 
Swinney. president of the B'irst na- 
tional bank. 
"There is 
counterfeit 


currency, plenty of it," he said, ''but 
It's a kind detected almost at a. Blanco. 
Inspection of it quickly reveals the 
Haws. 
Usually the work is clumsy. 


Hut not since tho notorious gang 
in 


Philadelphia which made the famous 
"Monroe hundred" was wiped out has 
there been a really clever counterfeit- 
er at work. 
At least, we have no rec- 


ord of any. 


The "Monroe hundred" was a $100 


silver certificate 
with the fare 
of 


President Monroe stamped upon it. 
It was of a series of 1901, check letter 
D, Tinman register, Morgan treasur- 
er. 
It was an absolutely perfect coun- 


terfeit. 
Experts in the treasury 
de- 


partment were fooled Ly it. The notes 
became so numerous and were ac- 
cepted so extensively that the gov- 
ernment called in its entire issue of 
the bill, umountins to several mil- 
lion dollars. 
Even now a 'Monroe 


hundred' is occasionally picked 
up 


and is 
almost 
Impossible 
to 
tell 


whether it Is genuine or nol.

genuine bill and the counterfeit was 
in the shape of the figures 3 and 4 
and the lenirth of the bill. 
In the fie; 


lire 3 the lower loop did not extend up

Built Mainly of Field Stones After 


Early Norman (Style. 


New York.—A 
memorial 
church, 


given by George Crocker to the Kpis- 
copal mission of St. John to Ramsey. 
N. J., In memory of his wife, who died 
several years ago, has Just been com- 
pleted. The church is designed, after 
the early Norman style, as found in 
the south of England. It is construct- 
ed mainly of field stones, laid with 
their natural 
faces 
exposed, with 


dressed stone trimmings about the 
windows, doorways and essential de- 
tails. On the east facade is the char- 
acteristic 
battlemented tower, with 


belfry and low spire. 
The transepts 


are placed iii the chancel,, and form 
the choir and organ chamber, directly 
back of whlcn Is the sanctuary. 


The main entrance Is In the tower, 


at the east, opening directly Into the 
nave, which seats, with the choir, 200 
persons. 
The 
celling of the nave 


shows the wood trusses and urllne ex- 
posed and finished In Flemish stain. 
The chancel, which Is divided from 
the nave by a pointed arch. is arrang- 
ed for a vested choir and for an organ 
loll. Separated from the chancel by 
»notter pointed arch Is the sanctuary.

Th/ beautiful new church buiUnr, 


the worshipping place for ihe First M. 
E, Church, South, of Ada, the most 
magnificent and best arranged house 
of worship of any town of our size in 
the Territory, has been completed. 


The building is located «t the corner 


of 14th and Townsend, and is at the 
exact geographical center of the city. 


This fact is duo to the persistent and 


untiring efforts of Pastor Thos L Rip- 
pey and the faithful congregation, who 
have worked in perfect uniso-i and ac- 
cord with the end ever in view which 
has just been reached. 


The congregation and pastor have 


contributed nio^t liberally both 111 U- 
lors of construction and in means, and 
now at the completion of ihe trit-.it 
work the Church fiids itself with o-ily 
a moderate debt on its building. 


The building committee is composed 


of J. W. Hays, president of the Cui- 
aens National Bank; John W. Beard, 
prominent citizen and capitalist, Frank 
Jonts. cashier of" the Ada National 
Bank, and Thos. L. Rippey, pusior of 
the church. 


The entire cost of the new building, 


which does not include the lots- on 
which it is located, has 
b».on bt>me 


$13,000, but the building cuminutee 
feels that, by *?aret\il contracting and 
proper distribution ol' contracts, they 
have tally a $20.000 structure. The 
Ix'.uldmg of the church was not let b;, a 
contract in a lump to any one party, 
but the several different classes of 
work were let out in separate contracts, 
with the building committee ever over- 
seeing the work and on the lookout to 
save the church a few dollars. 
It was 


owing to their carefulness that such an 
amount of money has been saved. 


The actual construction was com- • 


menced some time in June of last year, 
and including time lost m waiting for 
material, bad weather, etc., only about 
nine months have been consumed in 
constructing the new home for Ada 
Methodism. 


The building on the first floor is con- 


stituted of the large main auditorium, 
a good sized lecture room, and the pas- . 
tor's study, aside from several closets 
'and vestibules. 
The main auditorium 


and lecture room have a seating capac- 
ity of fully 600 people, with room for 
£00 when chairs are also used. 


On the second floor of the building 


will be found two large parlors to be 
used as reception rooms, and a kitchen 
for special occasions, and several closets. 
The parlors are each 14x20 feet in di- 
mensions, while the kitchen is but little 
smaller. 


There are two stairways leading to 


the second floor, one at the front of 
the church and one at the rear. *» 


Oak pews have been installed in the 


main auditorium and lecture room, and 
they, like everything else connected" 
with the new building, are of the very 
best, being neat and comfortable. 
They are exceptional good seats, are 
all oak with quarter-sawed treble ends, 
the heaviest furniture made, and were 
purchased from H. C. Vaught & Co., 
of Parker, Ind., one of the largest es- 
tablishments of its kind in the central 
west. 


One of the most beautiful parts of 


the church are the handsome cathedral 
glass windows, 33 in number, bought 
from the J. J. Wagner Co., of Kansas 
City, Mo., who deal exclusively in 
farcy church windows. This firm made 
an especial effort on the windows for 
the church, which was, perhaps, due 
to Bro. Rippey's two visits to their 
establishment, and informed authorities 
state that the new windows present 
tbjr"*«Bt work of glazing they have 
ever seen. Several- of the windows 
contain figures of the old biblical char- 
HGtmnnii othenr captain those of more 
•modern Christian personages. 
Others 


contain emblems of christianship, and 
these are all hand painted work. On 
the south side of the building is a 
group of three windows containing the 
figures of John and Charles Wealey 
with the apostle John in the center. 
These windows were presented res- 
pectively, one by Evangelist French 
E. Oliver, one by Pastor Rippey and 
family, and the third has been put in 
In loving remembrance of the late Sam 
P. Jones. The cost of these three win- 
dow* was $100 each. 


On the north side of the church is 


one of the three most handsome win- 
dows. Its cost was $250 and waa put 
in for the Sunday school and Women's 
Home Missionary society in apprecia- 
tion of the work they have done in the 
interest of the church. 
The Sunday 


school has already raised $700 and in 


* the next six months will have raised 


$300 more, which will nearly pay for 
the windows. The entire cost of the 
windows was $1,100. 


Another one of the $?50 windows was 


put in by the traveling men who make 
Ada, selling their various lines, and is 
one of the prettiest things in the whole 
church. Aside from this it is one of 
the most appreciated contributions re •

When plans to build a church edifice costing upwards of $13,000 


were put before the congregation of the Methodist Espiscopal 
Church, South, sometime in the early spring of 1906, there were 
grave doubts expressed as to the successful outcome of such a 
venture. 


There were a few who could see only failure—they were loath 


to conceive how such a vast undertaking could be carried to a 
triumphant end in so small a city as Ada. 


"Someone must be first; someone must lead; someone must 


go out into the wilderness and brave the unseen and search for the 
unknown." 
AND THE MAN WHO DARES USUALLY DOES. 


How true was this determination during all the many trials and 


tribulations that befell those who were assigned to the task of 
carrying this great venture to a successful close. 


There were days when progress was slow; difficulties encount- 


ered were hard to surmount; the outlook at times seemed dark. At 
these times, be it said, each worker put forth renewed energy. 


Hearts were strong, and willing hands were ever ready to do 


their calling. 


A most generous people responded to the appeals of the earnest 


workers, and today these men and women and children who so 
loyally gave time, money and unceasing energy to such a noble 
cause may appreciate the fulness of their reward in the magnificent 
structure just completed—a house of worship fitting to the people 
who have made its building possible. 


May 30th, 1906, the readers of the News had their first concep- 


tion of how the new church building was to appear, through an 
illustration printed in this paper on that date. This picture, how- 
ever, did not do the structure juctice—the rich beauty and pleasing 
architecture were all too dimly portrayed. 


September 25th, 1906, the cornerstone—a handsome piece of 


masonry and a perfect cube of white marble—was laid with an 
impressive ceremony by the Masonic ,qrder. 


Inscribed on one exposed side:

Hon. Henry M. Furman officiated at these cermonies and deliv- 


ered an eloquent address; the pastor outlined the work in a few 
appropriate remarks, at the conclusion all joining in singing "Nearer 
My God To Thee." 


The work thus begun has resulted in an achievement in which 


each citizen of Ada feels a personal pride. 


Great praise, indeed, is due the loyal pastor, the building com- 


mittee, and the members of the congregation for their efforts in the 
erection of this beautiful house of worship. 


Truly Ada is a city of Churches. 
This is a city of Christian homes. 
The stranger within our gates finds himself immediately sur- 


rounded by the influences of a strong Christian fellowship — a 
true expression of sincere love, man for man. 


c»ived. Their window is loca'ed on 
the front, overlooking th« porch. 


In the front vestibule is located the 


window which is a contribution from 
the Indians of this locality. This $65 
window the Indiana are paying for, 
and seem to take great interest in the 
work. 


On one of the north windows is the 


inscription "Offering of the Frisco 
Railroad Boys." This is the window 
put in by the local Frisco Railroad em- 
ployees, and cost $65. 


The contractors who did the ma- 


sonry, as well as the carpenters who 
handled the weod werk, each contri- 
buted a window to show their appre- 
ciation of the good of the work and 
their good fellowship toward their em- 
ployers. 


In the new building are also win- 


dows dedicated to the Senior and Juni- 
or Leagues. 


Others are inscribed with emblems 


and figures of "The Wise Virgin," 
' 'Christ Knocking at the Door,'' ' 'The 
Good Shepherd,''' 'Moses and the Law,'' 
etc. 


The new church is carpeted through- 


out with carpets of Wilton velvet, and 
their entire cost was $602.48. 


Electric lights were installed and the 


wiring done by the Ada Electric Co. In 
the dome of the main auditorium there 
are'a total ef eighty-seven lights, and 
in the entire church there is a total of 
one hundred and fifteen. 


The Woman's Home Mission Society 


has raised $1,017 which will pay for the 
new furniture. 


The entire buildincr is heated by furn- 


aces, two large ones being located in 


the cellar, and radiators placed in every 
room of the building. These furnace* 
were purchased from the Ohler Heat- 
ing Company, of South McAlester, and 
are of the very best kind obtainable. 


During the construction of this new 


building there were but two contracts 
awarded to parties out of Ada, and 
then only because there was no one 
here who would bidjon the work. These 
contracts were the ones for the heating 
apparatus and for the brick laying and 
masonry. This later was let to P. W. 
Tibbeta, ofDenison, Texas, who did the 
work in a most satisfactory manner. 


The carpenter work was alt done by 


contract by Freese & Burford, local 
contractors, who did their part of the 
contract fully up to the expectations of 
the building committee, 


P. T. Ingram attended to all the 


painting, tinting and fresooeiag done 
on the building, and a good piece of 
work it was. It was thia that had 
much to do with .the beautiful appear- 
ance the church now presents. 


The contract for tinning and gut- 


tering was also given to a local nun, 
E. P. Meigs, whose work was highly 
satisfactory in every respect. 


1. H. Kerne, ot Ada, did the piaster- 


ing and seemed to take especial prtde 
in the work, after considering the cause 
he was working for. By his pains he 
has done much towards beautifying the 
interior of the building. 


There are four entrances to the main 


auditorium of the church, each ap- 
proached by a vestibule, and aside from 
this there is an entrance at the rear of 
the building. This number of entrances 
will make it possible, on special occas- 
ions when great crowds are in attend- 
ance at worship, for an easy entrance 
or exit. The building committee and 
architect are due praise for this fore- 
thought. 


Parr & Smith, of South McAlester, 


two of the very best architects in this 
part of the country, drew the plans for 
this commodious building, and are to 
be commended for their minuteness and 
correctness. Their aid to the building 
committee was of vast importance, and 
the committee were very fortunate in 
securing such competent men to. draw 
the plans. Working upon suggestions 
from the architects the committee 
secured nothing except the very beat 
and most competent workmen and used 
nothing but the best material. The re- 
sult of this carefulness is now in evi- 
dence—the beautiful new house of wor- 
ship stands without a peer in the new 
state, in a town of our size. 


We must not fail to make mention of 


the elegant little study for the pastor 
provided in the rear of the church build- 
ing. Well ventilated, with two large 
windows and nicely furnished, it will be 
an ideal place for the deliberations of a 
thoughtful man. An old-fashioned fire 
place has been provided, and altogether 
it is a very commodious little room. 


The pastoi, Rev. Thos. L. Rippey, 


can not be given too much praise for 
his interest and perseverance in this 
big undertaking of building such an 
elegant nexr home for the local church. 
It was he who first conceived the idea, 
it was he who talked the new church 
proposition to his congregation and 
made many followers in the movement, 
and it was he who in spite of some 
slight objections at the start has car- 
ried a great undertaking to a success- 
ful finish. This is the third year of 
Brother Rippey's pastorate in Ada, and 
during those three years he has made 
many warm friends by his learned 
teachings and by his Christian fellow- 
ship. Aside from this there are those 
who can not but admtnawhim for his 
sticktoitiveness at churai building, 
which fact has been fully de« onstrated 
to Ada people in the past nine months. 


Monday afternoon from three to five 


o'clock the ladies of the Home Mission- 
ary Society will give a China shower 
at the parlors of the church. This is 
done for the purpose of furnishing the 
China closet, so there will be no want- 
ing in this line at social functions when 
eatables are to be served. A lunch of 
light refreshments will be served free 
and the public of Ada is invited to be 
in attendance. 


Brother Rippey announces that the 


revival at the new church will begin on 
the first Sunday in June. He will be 
assisted by his father, Hev. W. H. P. 
Rippey, of Chickasha. 


OPENING SERVICES. 


The opening services at the new 


church will be held tomorrow. 


Swpfomwitt b»h«l*at llavnk and 


8 p. m. Rev. W. F. McMurray, D. D., 
of Louisville, Ky., secretary of the 
Methodist church Extension Board ia 
coming for the purpose of opening the 
church and will speak at both these 
services.

there will be a service held at the 
church at which all the pastors of the 
city and visiting preacher* will partici- 
pate. The public ia moat earnestly in- 
vited to attend any or all of these ser- 
vices,

given by George Crocker to the Epis- 
copal mission of St. John to Ramsey. 
N. J., In memory of his wife, who died 
several years ago, has Just been com- 
pleted. The church is designed, after 
the early Norman style, an found in 
the south of England. It Is construct- 
ed mainly of field stones, laid with 
their natural 
faces 
exposed, with 


dressed stone trimmings about the 
windows, doorways and essential de- 
tails. On the east facade IB the char- 
acteristic bnttlemented tower, with 
belfry and low spire. 
The transepts 


are placed iii the chancel,, and form 
the choir and organ chamber, directly 
back of whicn is the sanctuary. 


The main entrance Is in the tower, 


at the east, opening directly Into the 
nave, which seats, with the choir. 200 
persons. 
The 
celling of the nave 


shows the wood trusses and urllne ex- 
posed and finished in Flemish stain. 
The chancel, which is divided from 
the nave by a pointed arch, la arrang- 
ed for a vested choir and for an organ 
lolt. Separated from the chancel by 
»notter pointed arch Is the sanctuary. 


The erection of the church was car- 


ried on with tho greatest simplicity of 
detail consistent with thoroughness 
and beauty.

In order with exactness and regular- 
ity 
Plenty of soap and warm water 


should be used on the enameled work. 
with occasional additions of ammonia. 
The nickel plating should be rubbed 
with a soft dry cloth, whiting belns 
used us a polisher. 


Patent prescriptions for nickel plate 


should be avoided, as they often con- 
tain an acid that destroys the metiu

To clean Incandescent mantels, first 


remove the globe, then lift off the re- 
maining parts, and place on a table. 
Take off the chimney, then with a 
hatpin put halt' way through the cord 
at the top of the mantle, lift oft care- 
fully and place each end of the pin 
on the side of a tumbler, the mantle 
hanging down between them. 
Then 


pour carefully over the mantle a little 
yiythetated spirits. Kemove the fllm 
.\ml with a soft brush clean the man- 
tle. Then apply a lighted match to 
burn the spirits off mantle (as when 
new). 
Clean the chimney with a little 


of the spirits left In tumbler, then the 
globe. 


Replace both, ami you will have a 


beautiful, clear light and your mantle 
will last at legist a few months longer. 
He careful not to put a lighted match 
near the spirits. 


In cleaning a stopped waste pipe, 


first remove the grate in the sink. 
Get three round pieces of leather j 
Tfhieh w i l l tit the waste pipe, cut a, 
piece of broom handle one and one- 
half feet long, and place the three 
pieces of leather on top of each oth- 
er. Drive a Ions nail throuKh the cen- 
ter and into the end of the handle. 
Insert In the waste pipe and move 
quickly up and down. 


To eliminate ants, the surest way 


Is to find the nest and destroy it. 
Place some grains of coarse granu- 
lated sugar where it will be found eas- 
ily by the ants and then watch each 
loaded body as it scampers over the 
line of march to the nest.

track ends at a well, especially if 
the house is old. and it may be neces- 
sary to cut away a poition of the

TIME TO CLEAN FURS. 


3ran Is the Best Agent That Can Be 


Employed. 


Every woman who wears furs should 


clean them this season, no matter hnw 
carefully they have been worn, for 
they are surely dirty, though dark 
skins may nnt show the si>;l. 
Many 


light ones, however, give marked evi- 
dences now of the need of cleans- 
ins.This c'canins process that restores 
the luster and "life" may be easily 
done at home by rubbing bran into 
the fur. 
l-'or this wiirk buy a pound 


of bran, divide it Into two portions, anil 
place one in the oven to heat. Spread 
the fur on paper on u table and rub it 
well all over with the cold bran. Then 
shake out the bran and brush the 
fur with a soft hat brush. When the 
rest of the bran feels hot, rub it even- 
ly into the fur In the same manner as 
before.
